er is  retained  and  then  dis- 
missed when  not  needed  next 
year. 

Maloney  commented, 
“Yes,  you  will  have  flexibility 
in  rehiring  and  no  legal  liabili- 
ties but  it  will  be  hard  on  the 
individual  staff  member  who 
may  not  want  to  stick  it  out  in 
Cohasset.”
